According to BRACE, SVITLYCHNI was Imprisoned la Kiev* DRAGH 
complained that SVITLYCHNY bad diaappoi^ed him N|B^piy by not taking 
Draeb into bis oonfldence* Still beferO/(arreeta SVXTLYCHNX and others were 
warned about their aotivities* BEACH was quite worried about tbe eventual 
outcome of the whole affair and bad asiiOd SVITLYGHjnf whether there wao 
really aomett£a|®^iat could be brought against Svltlycbny ana Go* 
SVITLyCHNY had assured DRACH several times that there was nothing to 
worry about . Then at " a sesoioa” la iCiev ,the prosecutor read very 
serious chamges against SViTLYCHLi'Y and he kept silent* BBACH felt very 
badly about it because n® was the one who had Intervened on Svitlycbayi* s 
and others' behalf before the authorities and vouched for theu;?

$t PAVLYCHKO st^aaed the fact that all the arreaiad were 
wayned "la time" to atop their ellly playlai; with Ylro* Buc they did aot 
waat to llatett to those waraiago* Like BHACH^ PAVLTCHKO oomplalaed 
about SVITLYCHNII'S miatruat , aad "deoeptlott" oY hi® besi frieadu, 
aeaniag himaelf and BRACE* He hlaaelY v/araed dVX7LTCHNT ai-.d aaked 
him to destroy anythiag that would loiplioate hia * Instead ^ SVITLYCHNZ 
was trarelliag iron one place to another with all kind of literature 
and leaving it Kith the people he wa® vim ting* Of eourse« the KQB knew 
all, about it and then arrested all the people* 

Not only the methods but the purposefulness Ifeelf of what LVITLYClOnr 
and Co were preparing , were absolutely vireng* An Undergrovxd nowadays
